. . . Miss  BYU? 
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Bus  line  dispute 
sorted  feelings, 

Following  along  trends  of  the 
national  scene,  workers  from  two 
Provo  AFL  locals  walked  out  on 
their  employees  during  the  past 
three  weeks. 

Although  the  Utah  Power  and 
Light  Company  employers  and 
employees  appear  ready  to  settle 
disputes,  the  Geneva  Transportat- 
ion Company  striking  bus  driv- 
ers and  their  managers  still  have 
not  started  negotiations.  The  dri- 
vers, members  of  Teamsters  local 
222,  have  been  out  of  the  yellow 
vehicles  since  March  29. 

Although  Brigham  Young  stu- 
dents feel  the  pinch  of  the  Gen- 
eva Transportation  strike  less 
than  the  Provo  townspeople,  no 
resident  of  the  city  can  be  ig- 
norant of  the  existence  of  the 
walkout.  It  seems  to  be  a matter 
of  opinion,  however,  as  to  wheth- 
er the  strike  actually  causes  an 
inconvenience  to  Provo  people. 

To  offset  the  emergency 
caused  by  the  discontinuation 
of  the  public  transportation 
service,  striking  workers  have 
organized  a courtesy  bus  sys- 
tem. Ancient  -relics,  vintage 
1930-37,  are  operated  on  a 
contribution  basis.  The  tem- 
porary plan  is  working  out 
better  than  anyone,  especially 
the  management,  expected. 

According  to  a limited  BYU 
survey,  service  is  improved  over 
normal  Geneva  transportation. 
The  ancient  busses,  many  disting- 
uishable from  the  regular  vehicles 
only  by  color,  offer  more  comfort 
with  their  plush  leather  than  any 
yet  provided  by  the  Geneva  Com- 
pany.

viewed  seems  to  be  in  sympathy 
with  the  striking  drivers.  Keep- 
ing of  the  schedule  is  no  problem 
for  the  converted  junk  heaps 
which  somehow  seem  to  be  at  the 
right  corners  at  the  exact  minute, 
something  new  in  the  way  of  bus 
service  for  the  area. 

I.  Gronway  Parry,  presi- 
dent of  the  company,  who 
strangely  enough  resides  not 
in  Provo,  but  Cedar  City, 
said  the  situation  shows  no 
hope  of  immediate  settlement. 
He  said  he  favors  a three- 
man  mediation  board  ap- 
pointed by  the  Provo  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  which  ac- 
cording to  bus  drivers  might 
tend  to  be  partial  to  the 
management.  The  union  has 
suggested  a two-man  arbit- 
rary board. 

Mr.  Parry’s  comment  on  the 
situation  suggested  nonchalance, 
“The  company  would  like  to  con- 
tinue to  operate  the  transportat- 
ion system  for  two  years  before 
expenses  are  increased.  We  have 
operated  at  a loss  and  cannot 
grant  any  wage  increase,”  he  said. 
He  mentioned  no  reason  for  the 
loss. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
former  general  manager  of  the 
company,  Dee  Chamberlain,  sold 
his  interest  in  the  scheme  and 
entered  private  business  in  Pro- 
vo. 

The  big  beef,  as  far  as  the 
drivers  are  concerned,  is  over  a 
15  cent  per  hour  wage  increase 
necessary  to  maintain  “life,  lib- 
erty and  the  pursuit  of  happi- 
ness.”

It’s  a little  late  to  start  campaigning,  but  we  would  like  to  see 
some  restitution  given  one  of  the  social  organizations  on  campus.

It  so  happened  that  the  Cesta  Ties  were  taught  a lesson  the 
hard  way,  while  numerous  other  organizations  who  were  guilty  of 
like  infractions  went  unscathed  in  the  purge.

The  fines,  the  bad  publicity  and  all  that  goes  with  a con- 
viction were  taken  in  stride  easily  enough,  but  the  Songfest 
expulsion  struck  pretty  deep,  and  we  feel  that  some  sort  of 
mercy  should  be  meted  out  to  this  group  on  the  grounds  that 
they  have  paid  the  price. 

We  feel  that  a suspension  of  this  sentence  would  be  a com- 
mendable gesture  on  the  part  of  the  inter-organization  council  and 
administration.  Certainly  there  must  be  a better  way  of  enforcing 
the  rules  than  by  blanketing  the  natural  talents  of  a gifted  or- 
ganization.

Survey  knocks 
convertibles 
as  school  must 

College  students  who  drive  con- 
vertibles are  definitely  different 
from  the  owner  of  the  ordinary 
car — or  so  a recent  poll  would 
indicate. 

After  surveying  over  nine 
eastern  universities,  a sociology 
class  at  Manchester  State  Teach- 
ers in  Pennsylvania  found  that 
college  people  who  drive  convert- 
ibles have  one  .and  a half  times 
as  much  money  to  live  on  as  the 
average  student.  But  they  also 
found  that  in  less  than  half  the 
cases  reported  were  the  convert 
owners  in  full  possession  of  title 
to  the  car. 

It  was  also  found  that  fatalities 
also  ran  higher  in  the  open-air 
vehicles  and  that  the  general  de- 
preciation was  greater. 

As  if  this  wasn’t  enough  to  heap 
upon  the  sportsmen,  the  survey 
also  revealed  that  the  IQ  of  the 
convertible  driver  was  below 
that  of  the  school  average.  The 
grades  of  the  oweners  were  .50 
points  below  that  of  the  school 
mean. 

To  corroborate  their  findings 
the  Manchester  students  listed 
the  major  and  minors  of  the  con- 
vertible owners.  For  some  reason 
the  greater  number  said  their  ma- 
jors were  law  and  psychology. 
And  several  of  the  owners  who 
were  upperclassmen  stated  that 
they  had  not  yet  chosen  a major 
field. 

As  the  Manchester  Eagle  re- 
ported, “Maybe  they’re  not  the 
smartest  kids  in  the  world,  but 
you’ll  have  to  go  a long  ways  to 
find  a group  that  has  better 
tans.”

A quintet  of  world-famous 
track  and  field  stars  will  make 
the  1950  Brigham  Young  Univ- 
ersity Invitational  track  and  field 
meet  set  for  April  28  and  29,  the 
most  outstanding  in  the  long  his- 
tory of  the  event. 

Mai  Whitfield,  half-miler;  Bob 
Richards,  pole  vaulter;  Craig 
Dixon,  hurdler;  Lloyd  LaBeach, 
sprinter;  -and  George  Rasmussen, 
pole  vaulter,  are  all  scheduled  to 
appear  on  April  29.  This  was  the 
information  released  by  Clarence 
Robison,  BYU  track  coach  and 
director  of  special  events  for  the 
Invitational.  . 

Whitfield,  Olympic  champ,  in 
the  800  meter  race,  is  a former 
Ohio  State  cinder  great.  The  col- 
ored star  is  now  running  un- 
attached. In  the  880,  the  event  he 
will  run  on  the  BYU  track,  Whit- 
field has  posted  a time  of  1.49.1. 

A fifteen  foot  pole  vaulter,  Bob 
Richards  comes  to  the  Brigham 
Young  Invitational  as  the  out- 
standing performer  in  his  event 
in  the  whole  nation,  if  not  the 
entire  world.  To  give  the  former 
Illinois  vaulter  some  competition, 
Coach  Robison  has  been  able  to 
secure  George  Rasmussen.  Ras- 
mussen, University  of  Oregon, 
has  a 14  ft  6 inch  jump  to  his 
credit,  was  second  to  Richards 
in  the  last  national  meet,  and 
has  beat  Richards  once  in  com- 
petition. 

With  this  kind  of  performers 
competing  the  pole  vault  should 
shape  up  as  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing events  of  the  meet. 


Craig  Dixon,  former  UCLA 
hurdler  and  now  running  for 
the  Los  Angeles  Athletic  club 
is  rated  among  the  top  three 
timber  toppers  in  the  nation. 
Dixon  has  t'ed  the  world’s 
record  in  both  the  high  and 
low  sticks,  and  was  third  in 
the  1948  Olympics,  besides 
capturing  the  NCAA  title  last 
season. 

Lloyd  LaBeach  needs  no  in- 
troduction to  followers  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  In- 
vitational. The  dusky  Panama 
sprinter  appeared  here  last  year, 
equalling  the  world’s  record  in 
the  220.  LaBeach  set  the  Cougar 
cinders  afire  with  a 20.3  run. 

Aside  from  the  special  ev- 
ents phase  of  the  Invitational, 
invitations  have  been  mailed 
to  454  schools  in  five 
states,  according  to  Coach 
Eddie  Kimball,  BYU  athletic 
director  and  chairman  of  the 
Invitational  meet. 

Schools  invited  to  participate 
are  from  Montana,  Idaho,  Nev- 
ada, Wyoming,  and  Utah,  and  in- 
clude 273  senior  high  schools,  154 
junior  high  schools  and  27  junior 
colleges. 

All  events  for  women  have 
been  cut  out  of  this  year’s  meet. 

With  a roster  of  internationally 
famous  performers  and  the  best 
high  school  and  junior  college 
talent  in  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
the  1950  meet  promises  to  be  the 
best  ever  staged  by  the  Univer- 
sity.
